almoſt univerſally Inhabited by Papiſis; and that in moſt 

Parts of the ſame, and more eſpecially in the Provinces of Leinſter, 


Munſter, and Connaught, the Papiſts far exceed the Proteſtants of all 


Sorts in Number. 


THAT the Generality of the Popiſh Natives appear to have very 
little Senſe, or Knowledge of Religion, but what they implicitly 
take from their Clergy, to whoſe Guidance in ſuch Matters they 
ſeem wholly to give themſelves up, and thereby are kept, not only 
in Groſs Ignorance, but in great Diſaffection to Your Sacred Maje- 
ity, and Government, ſcarce any of them having appear'd to be 
willing to Abjure the Pretender to Your Majeſty's Throne; ſo that 
if ſome effectual Method be not made uſe of, to Inſtruct theſe great 
Numbers of People in the Principles of Religion and Loyalty, there 
ſeems to be very little Proſpect, but that Superſtition, Idolatry, and 
Diſaffection to Your Majeſty, and to Your Royal Poſterity, will, 
from Generation to Generation, be propagated amongſt them. 

AMONG the Ways proper to be taken for the Converting and 
Civilizing of theſe poor deluded People, and bringing them (thro' 
the Bleſſing of God) in time, to be Good Chriſtians and Faithful

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Subjects: One of the moſt neceſſary, and without which, all others 
are like to prove ineffectual, has always been thought to be, that a 
ſufficient Number of Engliſh Proteſtant Schools be Erected, and 
Eſtabliſhed, wherein the Children of the 1r:/þ Natives might be 
inſtructed in the Eng/li/h Tongue, and the fundamental Principles 
ot true Religion, to both which they are generally great Stran- 
ers. 

8 In purſuance hereof, the Pariſh Miniſters throughout the King- 
dom, have generally Endeavoured, and often with ſome Expence 
to themſelves, to provide Maſters for ſuch Schools within their re— 
pective Pariſhes, as the Law requires them to do; but the Richer 
io/ijts commonly refuſing to ſend their Children to ſuch Schools, 
and the Poorer, which are much the greater Number, not bein 
able to pay the accuſtomed Salary, as the Law directs, for their 
Childrens Schooling, ſuch Schoolmaſters, where they have been 
placed, have ſeldom been able to Subſiſt; and in moſt Places, ſufh- 
cient Maſters are diſcouraged from undertaking ſuch an Employ- 
ment; nor is it (as we conceive) to be expected, that the Reſidence 
of the Proteſtant Clergy, upon their reſpective Benefices, will ever 
be a ſufficient Remedy for this growing Evil, if ſome effectual 
Encouragement be not given to ſuch Engliſh Proteſtant Schools. 

To the Intent, therefore, that the Youth of this Kingdom may 
generally be brought vp in the Principles of true Religion and Loy- 
alty, in all ſucceeding Generations; 

WI, Your Majeſty's moſt Dutiful and Loyal Subjects, moſt hum- 
bly beſcech Your Majeſty, That, out of Your Great Goodneſs, You 
would be pleaſed to grant Your Royal Charter, for Incorporating 
ſuch Perſons as Your Majeſty ſhall think fit, and Enabling them to 
accept of Gifts, Benefactions and Lands, to ſuch a Value as Your 
Majeſty, in Your Great Wiſdom, ſhall think to be proper; that the 
ſame may be employ'd, under ſuch Rules and Directions, as Your 
Majeſty ſhall approve of, for the Supporting and Maintaining ſuch 
Schools, as may be Erected, in the moſt neceſſary Places, where the 
Children of the Poor may be taught gratis. 

AND We are the more Encourag'd to make this humble Appli- 
cation, from the good Succels which the ſame Method has already 
had, and (through God's Bleſſing) We hope, will further have, 
among Your Majeſty's Subjects of North Britain.
